w hich City D irector Dave Erickson either 
thou ghtlessly or deliberately has revealed in 
his conflicts w ith agencies of the N ebraska 
pu blic power system. First it was Consu mers, 
and now it is a battle w ith the Nebraska 
hydros over rates. 
It is hardly logical to criticize the m ayor— 
m ildly, it is tru e— for a lack of appreciation 
of Lincoln’s genu ine « pirit of neighborliness 
tow ard the re.st of the state, and overlook the 
long years of conflict betw een the m u nicipal 
light plant, u nder the direction of Mr. E rick­ 
son, and

agencies of the state power system. A fter all, 
this state pu blic pow er system is an integral 
part of an expanding irrigation program , 
w hich involves the storage of w aste and flood 
w aters for u se in tim es of drou ght to stabilize 
N ebraska farm produ ction.

Trouble In Trieste 
The storm that blew u p in Trieste between 
Italy and Yu goslavia appears to be yet an­ 
other chapter in the long rivalry betw een in­ 
habitants of the two lands who covet the 
territory now u nder United Nations m andate. 
There are Am erican and British troops sta­ 
tioned in Trieste, pledged to defend it against 
encroachm ent by any power, and for th at 
rea.son alone there is reason to w atch that 
trou ble spot. 
Bu t it is highly u nlikely th at 
either Italy or Yu goslavia wou ld dare at this 
tim e to u ndertake arm ed Intervention to an­ 
nex any part of the territo ry despite th e ex­ 
cited talk com ing from Rome. 
The present situ ation in T rieste is not a 
perm anent solu tion, nor was it ever intended 
to be anything bu t a tem porary adju stm ent 
of conflicting claims. 
It is even passible that 
the Italian governm ent and /o r M arshal Tito 
thou ght it wou ld be a good tim e to take the 
m inds of their people off dom estic difficu lties 
and engage them in nationalistic cries over 
Trieste.

A Tripartite Freedom

W hat i.s freedom of the press? 
Traditionally, in the United States, it’s the 
right to pu blish wdthou t prior legal restraint 
—with the u nderstanding, of cou rse, th at the 
pu blisher is legally responsible for w hat he 
prints. 
In late year.s, it has become generally real­ 
ized th at thi.s freedom to pu blish is m eaning­ 
less w ithou t a corollary freedom to gather 
the news. 


Of W’hat u se is it to be free to print the 
news abou t pu blic afiairs if you can’t obtain 
it from pu blic boards, commissions, com m it­ 
tees, legislative bodies, adm inistrators, 
and 
pu blic records? 


Another recognized fu ndam ental of a free 
press, “liberty to circu late pu blications,” w’as 
cited recently by an Ohio Federal D istrict 
Cou rt ju dge in denying that the ix)lice chief 
of You ngstown had any right to order re ­ 
moved from new sstands books 
w'hich 
he 
deemed “obscene and of an im m oral natu re” 
as described by a city ordinance. 


The ju dge, C harles J. 
McNamee, 
rightly 
held that w hether a pu blication is obscene 
is a m atter for the cou rts to decide, ju st as 
they wou ld have to determ ine 
w hether a 
m atter w ere libelou s. 
W hat w'ou ld “ free<lom of the press” m ean 
if any police chief anyw here cou ld arbitrarily 
su ppress any pu blication w hich he believed 
violated any law? 
These three freedom.s—to gather, 
pu blish 
and circu late th e new s—su pport the stru ctu re 
of the free press in the Urated States. 
To the extent any of the three is w eakened, 
the constitu tional right o f the peo ple 
to a 
free press is w eakened also. 
If one of these three fu nctiorw of a free 
press w ere to be destroyed, the other two 
W'ou ld become m eaningless. 
All three freedom s are essential 
if 
the 
people are to have any effective check on 
those who govern them.

Co mmittee dug into the racket­ 
eering o f Frank Erickso n, the 
big-sho t gambler no w' in jail, 
they ran into the manner in 
which 
he 
o rganized 
o ff-track 
betting In that mecca o f winter 
v acatio nists, 
Miami. 
Erickso n, 
acco rding to Kefauv er eo mmlt- 
tee testimo ny , placed his men 
Inside the track to gether with a 
series o f bo o kmakers o utside the 
track In the leading ho tels o f 
Miami. All o f this was strictly 
illegal. 
One of the operators w'ho han­ 
dled the bets for Erick.son was 
nam ed Allen C antor, who. ac- 
eording to the testim ony of Abe 
Allenborg, “handled the com e­ 
back money,” 
“ That Is the mo ney that Is bet, 
that Is railed In to a telepho ne 
so meho w In the 
neighbo rho o d 
(o f the track) and they wo uld 
co me to the track and wo uld bet 
it o n the ho rses,” Allenberg tes­ 
tified.

“ Who are the peo ple who o p­ 
erated inside the track fo r Erick­ 
so n? ” Co mmittee Co unsel Hailey 
asked. 
“ Briggs, Canto r, Zeldo w,” was 
the reply . 
T here was other testim ony by 
Dan

C rim e Commission, also nam ing 
A! C antor as an Erickson agent.

interesting 
thing 
abou t Mr. C antor is that he and 
his brother Irving once operated 
th eir gam bling racket in staid 
chu rch-going C harlotte, N.C., at 
w hich tim e the C antors w ere 
on the most friendly term s w ith 
the m an who is now chief of 
police, Frank L ittlejohn. 
Inform ation w hich came to m e 
from W ashington and K efau ver 
inve.stigation 
sou rces 
indicated 
th a t Police Chief Littlejohn, then 
chief of detectives in C harlotte, 
once had sou ght to stop a na­ 
tionw ide .search for Allen C antor 
w hen he w'as w anted as a m a­ 
terial w itness in a W ashington 
m u rder. The inform ation also in­ 
dicated that L am ar Cau dle of 
N orth Carolina, before he joined 
the Ju stice D epartm ent, had been 
approached by L ittlejohn in an 
effort 
to slop the search for 
C antor. 
These reports w ent into con­ 
siderable detail. B u t in order to 
check the com plete accu racy of 
these reports I called Mr. C au ­ 
dle and he adm itted that, prior 
to becom ing U. S. attorney in 
w estern N orth Carolina, he, as 
a 
law yer, 
had 
been 
called 
by 
L ittlejohn to the apartm ent of 
Irving C antor m C harlotte. M r. 
C au dle said at that tim e he had 
not know n either of the C antors 
and had not know n that they op­ 
erated a gam bling ring in (Char­ 
lotte. 
Littlejo hn, he 
admitted, 
had 
to ld him that 
the 
Washingto n 
p<ilice were lo o king fo r Allen 
C'antfir in ro nnectio n with the 
murder o f a newsbo y In the A l­ 
ban To wers Apartment In Wa.sh- 
ingto n, and acco rding to Canto r, 
were abo ut to issue a descriptio n 
o f i'anto r, Ui be po sted In all po st 
o ffices. In o rder to apprehend 
him. 
L ittlejohn told Cau dle th a t it 


wou ld be m ost em barrassing if 
the poster w ere pu t u p on post 
office bu lletin boards. He didn’t 
say so, bu t obviou sly it w'ou ld 
be im possible for a gam bler to 
operate if w anted by the police

This turned o ut to be a tax o n 
gambling winnings.

ternal Rev enue in Greensbo ro , 
N. C'., and, after v ario us nego ­ 
tiatio ns, a tax settlement was 
paid. lr\’ing Canto r is no w re­ 
po rted o perating In Chicago . 
These are the brief, bare facts 
abou t the m an w ho is now police 
chief of C harlotte and his friend­ 
ship w ith gam blers. Mr. Cau dle 
w as not anxiou s to talk abou t 
the m atter, bu t I am convinced 
th a t he told the tru th, ju st as he 
has told the tru th bt*fore the 
K eating com m ittee to an extent 
th at he won its pu blic praise. 
W hile these events occu rred 
some years ago, they are events 
w hich the people of C harlotte 
have a right to know abou t in 
their lau dable desire to im prove 
police conditions in their city. It 
w ill be u p to them to ju dge 
w hether a police inspector who 
befriended a gam bling ring in 
the past is the type who w ill be 
on the alert to root ou t gambling 
in the present and fu tu re.

“Hymns Fou nded on Variou s Texts 
In 
The 
Holy Scriptu res” was the title of a song book con­ 
taining the hym ns of the Rev. Philip Doddridge, 
English clergym an, 
which 
was 
pu blished 
oy 
friends of the preacher-poet several years after 
his death, in 1751. 
It was an appropriate caption, for nearly all of 
the songs in the volu me had been w ritten du ring 
the poet’s lifetim e to be su ng at the close of ser­ 
mons W’hich he preached, from Su nday to Su nday, 
fu r his Northam pton parishioners. 
Each of them 
had been in.spired by a W'e#kly Bible text. 
His hym n, “O God Of Bethel,” was w ritten to 
follow a sermon on “Jacob’s Vow,” based on the 
v’erses in Genesis 28:20 to 22: 
“ And J aco b v o wed a v o w, say ing. If Go d will 
be with me, and will keep me in this way that 1 
go , and will giv e me bread to eat, and raiment to 
put o n, 
“ So that I co me again to my father’s ho use in 
peace; then shall the Lo rd be my Go d: 
“ And this sto ne, which 1 hav e set fo r a pillar, 
shall be Go d’s ho use: and o f all that Tho u shalt 
giv e me I shall surely giv e the tenth unto Thee.’* 
Doddridge w'as born in Ixmdon in 1702. 
His 
parents died w'hile he was still a child and he was 
iL reared by relatives. 
When he was 
ready 
for 
college a prom inent and wealthy Englishwoman 
offered to pay his u niversity expenses at Oxford, 
Bu t, as a condition of her philanthropy, she 
an­ 
nou nced th at Doddridge mu st, u pon com pleting 
his stu dies, become a m inister o f the C hu rch o f 
England. 
The you ng preacher-to-be, whose sym pathies 
W'ere w ith the Independent Chu rch, refu sed her 
offer. 
Instead of going to Oxford he entered 
a 
non-conform ist sem inary and at 21, follow'ing his 
gradu ation from theological school, he was or­ 
dained so that he m ight accept his first pastorate 
at K ibworth.

for Future Fishing 
Lincoln, Neb. 
To the editor of The Lincoln 
S tar: The W omen’s Division of 
the Cham ber of Commerce shares 
the viewpoint of the “Fisherm an’s 
W ife” 
(Lincoln Star, Sept. 3) 
w ho believes that “. . • w hat fish­ 
erm en really crave is a place 
w here they can catch fish—a 
w ell-stocked lake.” 
The stocking of the lakes is 
u nder the 
ju risdiction 
of 
the 
State 
Game, 
Forestation 
and 
P arks Commission. Since Ju ly 1 
the west lake has been stocked 
five times. There have been three 
stockings of the cast (boating) 
lake. 
The w'est lake alone has 
been stocked with approxim ately 
23,830 fish. The q u antity of fish 
stocked depends entirely u pon 
the q u antity the Game Commis­ 
sion is able to take in their 
variou s seining o;H*rations. 
W hile bare, bu m py roads m ay 
not bother fisherm en, they are of 
considerable concern to conserva­ 
tion au thorities who w ant to pro­ 
tect the original investm ent and 
increase valu e for fu tu re fisher­ 
m en. Soil erosion is now a seri­ 
ou s problem at Oak Creek Park. 
D irt w ashing into the lakes was 
already affecting the q u ality of 
the w’ater for fishing. Therefore 
it W’as recom m ended that a per­ 
m anent protective covering of 
grass, trees and shru bs be estab­ 
lished along the entire shoreline. 
Before thi.s can be done, a traffic 
system and parking areas m u st 
be established. T hat is why the 
W om en’s Division is staging the 
drive to accelerate constru ction 
of roads and parking areas. 
It does take “a lot of planning, 
effort and money to keep a good 
road good.” However, Oak Creek 
Park W'ill start on a .sou nd fou n­ 
dation of planned road|, w’hich 
has not alw ays been the case in 
other citv parks, according to the 
City Park D epartm ent. M inimu m 
u pkeep req u irem ent is one of 
the key points in the plan. Even 
ex(*fss w ater will au tom atically 
d ram into the lakes, having fir.st 
been 
filtered 
throu gh 
grassed 
w aterw ays. 
We have also seen the crowds 
w hen the lakes w ere stocked. 
W hile the shoreline is alw ays 
crow ded w ith cars and fisher­ 
m en. none of the proposed picnic 
areas are u sed becau se they are 
ou t of the way of the lakes and 
tliere is nothing there at present 
to create interest. Picnic tables 
are a m inor part of the plan 
w hich was developed solely to 
im prove the q u ality of fishing 
and boating at Oak Creek Park.
